IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS ARE MADE. 


Republican Committee Appears Before the 
Election Commissioners. 

Several important suggestions were made 
to the Election Commissioners yesterday by a 
committee representing the Republican or- 
ganization relating to the instructions to be 
given the judges and cierks of election as 
to the manner of conducting the registration 
and ‘he receiving of ballots. 

The Election Commissioners expressed 
themselves as being in accord with the ideas 
of the committee, and President Keenan saia 
the board was auxious to throw every pos- 
sible safeguard about the election. The board 
also adopted a resolution in harmony with an 
opinion read by Lawrence P. Boyle, the at- 
torney of the board, in effect that the 
women could vote and have a separate 
ballot. President Keenan, Commis- 
sioners Badenoch and  Schomer, and 
Chief Clerk Taylor were present. Chairman 
Jonn M. Smyth, Dr. T. N. Jamieson, William 
Lorimer, and R. S. Iles represented the Re- 
publican organization. 

Chairman Smyth madea brief statement 
regarding the pains the committee had 
taken in going over the lists of judges and 
clerks, and also the care édxetcised in 
selectmg Republicans to fill the vacancies 
of those who were ineligible. He also said 
the committee desired to make some sugges- 
tions as to the instructions to judges and 
clerks. Mr. Iles then presented the sugges- 
tions and asked that the Commissioners con- 
sider them, and if it was their judgment in- 
corporate them in the circular instructions to 
the election officers.

It was also suggested the judges be notified 
to énforce the following rules: The ballots 
must be given to the voter open with the vot- 
ing side up. No assistance must be given to 
an intoxicated person in making his ballot, 
and no assistance must be given to any voter 
until he has registered the same and made 
oath as required by law. 

The judges must designate at the opening 
of the polls the two election officers who shall 
give assistance to illiterate or disabled voters, 
and the officers chosen must be of different 
political parties. The two election clerks 
must Canvass the precinct together and be to. 
gether during the whole of such canvass and 
make special inquiries as to all persons 
registered as qualified voters. . 

Taken Under Consideration. 

On the motion of Commissioner Schomer the 
suggestions were received and taken under 
consideration, Attention was also called to

FROM A JUSTIOE’S COURT. 


Taking a Cue from the Civic Federation 
They Start on a Sally—Headed by a Thug 
the Lawbreakers Force Their Way tnto 
Underwood's Offices and Carry Off Far- 
niture Taken from No. 14 Qaincy Street 
~The Guard Is Tending Bar-Grand Jury 
to Begin Ita Investigation Today. 

Stealing a leg from their adversary’s book, 
the gamblers themselves made a raid last 


‘night. ‘That they further violated the law ap- 


pears to have troubled them little. An or- 
ganized gang, evidently led by an experienced 
burglar, broke into Justice Underwood's 
court-room at 10 o’clock and carried away 
all the gambling furniture taken from 
No. 14 Quincy street, which by 
process of law had been stored there. 
A trick was used to lure the custodian from 
his charge and during his absence the gam- 
bling implements were stolen. 

Justice Underwood’s court is at No. 132 
Clark street, cheek by jowl with one of the 
biggest gambling hells in Chicago. When, 
some days ago, a raid was made upon No. 14 
Quincy street by the Civic Federation the 
property captured was taken before Justice 
Underwood. The three faro tables and a 
poker outfit were about to be 
smashed when’ Attorney Harris brought 
up the point that the property was not neces- 
sarily contraband, as it could be put to lawful 
as well as unlawful uses. Pending the de- 
cision of this question the gambling tables 
were not destroyed. Instead Justice Under- 
wood had them carried into Room No. 5, 
which adjoins his court-room, and appointed 
John Henderson to act as custodian. 

Custodian Tends Bar. 

John Henderson’s method of acting as 
custodian appears to have been to put a pad- 
lock on the door and his trust in Providence, 
Sometimes he slept beside the gambling 
tables and sometimes he didn’t. He himselt 
says he always tends bar for Pete Reiland at 
No. 184 South Clark street. Other people 
say the only time he tended that bar was last 
night. Henderson says he was performing 
his usual occupation when the raid was made. 
A big German says he got $10 for luring 
Henderson away from the court-room while 
the raid was made. As Henderson made no 
report of the affair te the police no investiga- 
tion has yet been made. 

The raid itself was perfectly planned. At 
10 o'clock a big wagon drove into Calhoun 
place and stopped just around the corner. 
Henderson was tending bar and there was no 
one to interfere. Twelve men went up the 
court-room stairs and broke open the door. 
The man who did that job ought to be known 
to the police, for the marks he left correspond 
to those which lately appeared on the door- 
jambs of several South Sidehouses. The peo- 
ple who found those marks usually found an 
absence of their valuables also. 

Gaming Outfit Is Seized. 


The door once opened the gang swarmed in, 
seized the tables, and carried them out. The 
time chosen was that at which Clark street 
is most deserted. No one but those who 
knew what was going on appears to have no- 
ticed the raid, and there was absolutely no in- 
terference. The wagon drove off and the 
men who had carried out the raid dispersed. 
The man who directed the raid is manager of 
one of the biggest gambling houses in the 
city. He went home. 

When it was all over, and everything was 
quiet again some one went and told Henderson. 
The custodian jumped for his coat and went 
to the room. There was nothing there but 
the floor and u broken lock. At midnight 
Henderson was asked if he had reported the 
matter to detective headquarters. He said 
he Lad not had time to do it and didn’t be- 
lieve it would do any good anyway. He said 
he had no idea of who was concerned in the 
raid and expected to get into trouble over it. 


INVESTIGATION BEGINS TODAY. 


Clarke and Kern Will Appear Before the 
Grand Jury. 

It was a matter of some disappointment to 
friends of the cause of the Civic Federation 
against gambling that the work of investi- 
gating the great evil and the charges of cor- 
ruption in high places that go with it was not 
taken up by the grand jury yesterday morn- 
ing according to program and in line with the 
instructions delivered to the jurors by 
Justice McConnell Monday. Delays had 
not marked the earlier conflicts of the 
federation against the gambling fraternity. 
But at 2 p. m. today it is promised the inves- 
tigation will be started. The postponement 
from yesterday morning was by mutual 
agreement of State’s-Attorney Kern and the 
Rev. William G. Clarke, Chairman of the 
Federation Committee on Gambling and Mor- 
als. who appeared at the Criminal Court 
Building, ready to offer the primary evidence 
on which the entire investigation will be 
based. Mr. Clarke was accompanied by T. 
N. Mc@auley, a member of the committee of 
the federation which is looking after gam- 
bling. They were invited into State’s-Attor- 
ney Kern’s office, where they remained in 
consultatioa for over au hour with that offi- 
cial. After the conference Mr. Ciarke said: 
We have thought it wise to put our evi- 
dence into systematic form to give the grand 
jury achance to expedite business when it 
begins the investigation. The State’s-Attor- 
ney’s office has been heartily placed at the 
disposal and command of the Civic Federa- 
tion in the matter of arranging evidence and 
placing it properly before the grand jury. As 
a little more time was needed for conference 
with the Federation and the Sta te'e- Attorney 
the grand jury arranged to begin the hearing 
tomorrow afternoon. The work will go on 
with the utmost harmony and will be done 
thoroughly... 

Kern Savs They'll! Work Together. 


The investigation surely will start tomor- 
row, and I expect good results, aithough as 
yet I do not know the character of the testi- 
mony,” said State's-Attorney Kern. Mr, 
Clarke is a perfect gentleman, and you can 
say that the Civic Federation will work with 
the State’s-Attorney’s office and with no one 
else. 

Will che Civie Federation be allowed to 
have one of its legal representatives in the 
grand jury room during the proceedings?” 

“That matter has not yet been decided. 
So far as losing a day by this postponement 
goes, the grand jury still has left more than 
three working days, and it can accomplish a 
great deal in that time with good evidence, If 
the work should not be concluded by Saturday 
evening, when the term of the present grand 
jury expires. I will ask the court to recall 
the members of the body and have them 
sworn in as special grand jurors. Thus the 
work can go ahead without interruption. 1 
am anxious to have this jury do the work, be. 
cause 1 understand it is an unusually good 
one. 

Before Mr. Clarke left the Oriminal Court 
Building arrangements had been made for an- 
other meeting before the investigation begins, 
at which Mr. Clarke and a legal representa- 
tive of the federation and the State’s-Attor-

around the Criminal Court Building with 
more eager interest than the gamblers them- 
selves. Men in their employ, or who have 
been engaged in the business, were numerous 
Many of them

In the meantime, while the Civic Federa- 
tion is awaiting its turn with the grand jury, 
it is taking no hostile action against gambling 
houses in which it is believed implements of 
the trade are kept ready for a game at any 
time. It is reported that there are games in- 
termittently at some of the houses, where the 
limit is high and where professional gamblers 
and horsemen go to fight the tiger. The 
agents of the federation are aware of this, but 
are biding their time and giving the munic- 
ipal authorities full opportunity to carry out 
the pledge made by Corporation Counsel Ru- 
bens for the suppression of public gambling. 

Wan't Discuss the Moral Wave. 

General Superintendent of Police Brennan 
declined to discuss gambling, grand juries, or 
anything in the moral wave line at all 
yesterday. Capt. Dan Duffy, who is still“ in 
charge of the gomblme, denied that any 
games have been deult since the general clos- 
ing up. Said Dan: 

Reports of that kind, I think. are un- 
founded. I have men out all the time —day 
and night—watching the houses, and they 
have not discovered any attempt on the part 
of the gamblers to resume business even tem- 
porarily. It is certain that nothing has been 
done at the dinner pail’ games. I heard 
that No. 98 Randolph street was open night 
before last, but I went there with men and 
found just one colored man in charge there. 

Capt. Duffy was quite active yesterday in 
trying to locate the on the quiet concerns 
down-town. in which bets. may be recorded 
on horse races. There area half dozen such 
places, generally located near bucketshops 
surrounding the City Hall. The Captain had 
detectives out with marked bills trying to 
place bets, and wherever there was a ticker at 
least one Central Station man stood guard. 
Capt. Duffy seemed to be anxious to catch 
some of these violators in the act, and 
threatens dire punishment in every case, 

Sécretary Easley of the Civic Federation said 
yesterday the Sunday or midnight closing of sa- 
loons had not been urged by that body yet. 
* One thing atatime is about all we can at- 
tend to, he said. Mr. Easley further said 
the midnight closing of saloons was the work 
of Mayor Hopkins, and that to him alone was 
due the credit. 

So far as midnight closing goes the re- 
ne wol of the order to the police does not seem to 
have been received with any great earnestness 
by the saloonkeepers. On the levee many 
of the more notorious low saloons are re- 
ceiving attention from the police, but the big 
saloons down-town and on business streets in 
the different sections of the city, which have 
been kept open after midnight, continue to 
receive customers after the hour for closing 
laid down by General Superiutendent of 
Police Brennan’s order. He has not as yet 
received any reports as to this fact from his 
Inspectors, but still holds forth promise of 
revocatic n of licenses for all chronic offend- 
ers.

Poker Game Is Said te Be Running at No 
77 Clark Street,. 

Tenants of the building No. 77 Ulark street, 
just across the street from the County Build- 
ing. smell a mouse in the shape of a draw.

LAGRANGE AFTER ITS “BLIND PIGS.” 


Warrants Issued Today for the Arrest of 
the Proprietors. 

Warrants for the arrest of keepers of “ blind 
pigs in La Grange will be issued today, and 
before night it is expected to have under arrest 
a half dozen men who are said to 
be the worst offenders against the  vil- 
lage ordinances which prohibit all 
liquor traffic within a two-mile limit. 
The principal fight will be made against F. 
Steinbach, who isa peculiar character. He 
claims to be conducting his business in a 
legal manner and has held the fort at his 
present location for fourteen years. He boasts 
that he brought the first bottle of beer to the 
town. According to his estimate there are 
7,000 cases of beer sold every month at La 
Grange, of which he furnishes one-half. He 
claims he has a government license which 
gives him the right to sell by wholesale or re- 
tail when and where he pleases. His place 
of business is located just over the line of the 
village limits and within the Town of Gross- 
dale, which is also a prohibition town with a 
two-mile limit. Mr. Steinbach says he 
will fight the governments of both 
towns uatil they are tired of it 
and will continue to sell liquor just the same. 
He is reputed to be wealthy. He has been 
repeatedly arrested and fined for selling beer 
and whisky by the drink, but an occasional 
fine of $50 costs no more than a license, and 
his business continues to prosper. His estab- 
lishment is well worth a visit. When a re- 
porter for Taz Trrpunsz called yesterday the 
front door was locked and the blinds drawn. 
Mr. Steinbach was found in the rear of the 
house. The rear door was standing open and 
dozens of empty beer bottles were scattered 
about the floor. While the proprietor was ex- 
plaining his position in the fight against him, 
three men drove up in a wagon and called for 
three bottles of beer, which were given them 
without question. They drank the beer, re- 
turned the bottles, and drove on, .

After giving a history of his business career 
in the town he wound up with a tirade of 
abuse against the men who had got him into 
trouble.

On the second alarm a 
hook and ladder company came, ind for the 
first time in the history of the Chicago Fire 
Department ladders were extended down into 
the earth instead of up into the air. By their 
aid the firemen descended and, once at the 
bottom, easily put out the blaze.

The shock of the explosion awakened people 
for blocks around. In the saloon of Joseph 
Hermann on Eighteenth street half a dozen 
men were drinking when the explosion oc- 
curred. The jarthrew their glasses from 
their hands and set the glassware 
dancmg onthe bar. Little Mary Hermann 
was asleep over her father’s saloon. She was 
rolled out of bed and greatly frightened. The 
frame dwellings around the pit were shaken 
as if by an earthquake, arousing everybody 
in fright, which was increased by the bright 
light from the burning oil which greeted 
them. Onufy Hanyzewski of No. 863 West 
Seventeenth street was writing a letter 
in his home when the oil ex- 


ploded. The penholder was torn from 


his hand, the ink bottle was upset, and its 


contents ran over and ruined a long letter to 
his Fatherland which he had just completed 
with infinite pains. He felt worse about the 
general results of the fire than the night en- 
gineer, who was thrown into the air. The 
houses on the streets facing the great pit are 
almost all occupied by foreigners, who were 
badly terrified. Windows were broken ia 
some of tho houses by the jar.

There was 
no expression to his remarks, The pro- 
fessional claquers gotzin their regular work, 
but the only genuine applause was when Hill 
poured verbal honey upon the head of Grover 
Cleveiand and when he eulogized Gov, Ros- 
well P. Flower, and also when Hill stepped 
out of his way to attack the A. P. A. Senator 
Hill said in part: 

The unterrified Democracy of the Empire State 
assemble here today, undismayed at the pre- 
mature boasts and assumed confidence of our ad- 
versaries. If vain boasts alone could bring vic 
tory their battle is indeed won before it is actually 
commenced ; but we beg to remind them there 
not been a campaign in thig State during the last 
twelve years when they did not assume in August 
and September that they had carried it, when in 
truth and in fact during that whole period, with 
a single exception, victory has perched upon our 
banners® With a united party and united vote 
New York is still a Democratic State. 

r opponents, by the vigorous beating of 
bogus political m-toms and the insistence 
upon petty and misleading local issues, seek to 
divert the public attention from the unenviable 
record which they made during their recent four 
years’ control of the Federal Government. The 
people, however, have not forgotten the fact that 
it was a Republican administfation which in 
that ill-fated year of 1890 saddied the country

Dinner to Wilson at London Given as an 
Evidence of English Gratitude, 

Newroy, III., Sept. 25.—( Special. I— Will 
iam E. Mason was billed to open the cam- 
paign here today at 2 o'clock and arrived with 
State Committeeman Hitech at Effingham 
thirty miles away too late for the 
train that was to bring him here, 
but W. H. Moore drove them across coun- 
try, arriving herein plenty of time for the 
meeting. It was a grand opening of the cam- 

ign; the audience large and enthusiastic. 

r. Mason's speech consisted of a general 
arraignment of the Democratic party for its 
incapacity to manage public affairs. He’ex- 
plained what President Cleveland meant 
when he called the Wilson bijl dishonorable 
and an act of perfidy, because it gave to the 
sugar trust $60,000,000. And he explained 
Mr. MacVeagh’s connection with the sugar 
trust and suid if any Democrat present doubt- 
ed his statement he asked him to write to Mr. 
MacVeagh and get his answer to the question. 

Speaking of protection, he said it consists, 
of three great principles; first, a tariff upon 
the things we can produce; second, no tariff 
upon the necessaries of life that we can- 
not produce; and third, reciprocity 
which directs the President to dis- 
criminate against the countries that 
discriminate against the United States. 
His explanation of the principles of reciprocity 
was so simple every one in the audience could 
understand it, and when he said it was a part 
of the McKinley bill and was a gift from the 
genius of the matchless Blaine the audience 
gave him hearty applause, as it did 
trequentiy during his address. He spoke 
a word for the Union soldiers and protested 
against the conduct of the present administra- 
tion in regard to pensions and foreign policy. 

Speaking of the dinner given in honor of 
Chairman Wilson tonight by the London 
Board of Trade he said: ’ 

Do you think Harrison, Reed, or McKinley 
would be invited to such a dinner? England is 
our competitor, and it does not require comment 
that the leader in our House of Congress should 
be banqueted for the assistance he has rendered 
foreign nations, and is it not time that 
we should forget our past differences, 
whether we have been Republicans, 
Democrats. or Populists, and get together on a 
etrong American piatform and elect a Congress 
that wiil keep its hands upon the pulse of the 
American people and not bend its back to catch 
by cable the wishes of England in American pol- 
ities. 


BRYAN WINS THE NEBRASKA FIGHT, 


Has a Large Mrjority for His Silver Poli- 
cy and Senatorial Indorsement. 

Omana, Neb., Sept. 25.—[Special. |—Oma- 
ha is overrun with Democrats tonight prepar- 
ing for the State cor vention tomorrow. It is 
the culmination of one of the pettiest fights of 
Nebraska Democratic factions in history. 
Congressman Bryan led the fusion-sil ver wing 
and the State organization as represented by 
the Federal officeholders, stood for a straight 
ticket and the indorsement of the administra- 
tion. Iucidentally Bryan has been fighting 
for indorsement as United States Senator. 
This afternoon a eaucus of the major- 
ity of the delegates was held and 
showed Bryan winner by nearly three to 
one. The program for tomorrow's work 
includes free silver resolutions, the 16 to 1 
basis, fusion with the Populists, and indorse- 
ment of Bryan’s candidacy. 

On a motion that a committtee be appoint- 
ed to confer with the Populist State and 
Congressional committees the discussion 
showed clearly the sentiment is for 
the indorsement or outright nomination of 
Judge Holcomb, but there was fear that 
the appointment of such a committee would 
result in harm to both Holcombe and Bryan. 
A delegate suggested some action be taken 
looking toward the support of ex-Gov. Boyd, 
nominee for Congress, but no action was taken. 
During the conversation after the meeting 
adjourned the Holeomb sentiment was even 
more manifest than 8 tho meeting. 
The latest figures give ryan an over- 
whelming majority in the convention, 
There are still twenty-six counties to 
hear from, and these counties have 
45 votes. Allowing the anti-Bryan wing all 
of these Bryan still has the comfortable ma. 
jority of 202. So far as reported 381 dele. 
gates have been instructed to support Bryan 
and his 16 to 1 policy, and 185 delegates 
have been elected by the maehine,

Pays No Taxes on $40,000,000—Has Tax- 
able Property in Iiliaots Worth $50,000,- 
000—Is Assessed for $1,695,500, 

Sr Noris, III., Sept. 25.—(Special. |— 
Gov. Altgeld made an appeal today to the 
State Board of Equalization fora higher as- 
sessment of the Pullman Palace Car company. 
He furnished the board with a mass of figures 
and offered a number of suggestions. Neither 
the figures nor suggestions were asked for. 
Most of the former the board already had in 
its possession, and the latter apparently did 
not make a deep impression. There is a com- 
mon feeling that the Governor wasa trifle 
extra officious. His apology that he had re- 
ceived so many complaints about the agsess- 
ment of the Pullman company is looked upon 
as a little thin, Almost any other Governor, un- 
der like circumstances, would be accused of 
acting from no other motive than a desire to 
make political capital, and there is a preva- 
lent opinion that Gov, Altgeld is not above 
that sort of thing. 

Gov, Altgeld says hehas received many 
complaints concerning the assessment of the 
capital stock of the Pullman Palacé Car com- 
pany. His attention had been called to facts 
which he felt it his duty to lay before the 
board. In doing this he express 
ly disclaimed any desire to inter- 
tere in any way with its duties. 
In beginning the Governor gives at length 
George M. Pullmhn’s testimony before the 
strike commission showing that the capital 


stock of the company of which he is Presi- 


dent is $36,000,000 and the accumulated 
profits $25,000,000, He then proceeds: 
This is from Mr. Pullman himself. Adding 


this $25,000,000 of surplus to the 836,000,000 


of stock makes $61,000,000, which the stock of 
the Pullman Palace Car company repm- 
sents. Again, the market reports for a 
considerable time in the past show the 
stock of this company has been seliing for cash 
in the market at a figure which would make the 
market value of all of the stock amount to over 
$6 1.000.000. April 13 ofthis year it sold for 
174. Further 1 attach hereto a copy of a 
report made by this company ad the 
ear ending July 31, 1898, to its stock- 
olders and to Poor's Manual of Railroads 
(found on page 1118 of that authority). In this 
report it is stated the net earnings for that year 
were $6,526,448. Out of this they paid 8 
per cent dividends, amounting to #2,520,- 
000, and carried $4.006,448 to the sur- 
jus, which then amounted to $25,700,000. 
hat is, they carried neariy twice as much to the 
surplus as they paidin dividends, although the 
dividends were 8 per cent. This was for the year 
ending July 31.1898. The heavy World's Fair 
travel came afterward. Ifthe surpius for that 
year was $4,006,448 the surplus for the next 
year must be very large. 


Fullman Company's Surplus, 


The report shows the surplus has been up- 
wards of $3,000,000 a year for many years. Con- 
sequently the surplus must now be nearly $30,- 
000,000, The total assets of the company at 
that time were $61,791,643; they must 
be considerabl larger. All this is 
from the company’s own showing. 
whether you take the statement of Mr. Pullman, 
or the price at which the stock was selling in the 
market, or the statement of the company made a 
year ago, there are upwards of $61,700,000 
of property represented. Under the law 
persona property foliows the residence 
of the owner and pays taxes where 
he resides. This company has not much real 
estate outside of Lilinois. The sleeping cars are 
personal property, and, as ‘he company is 
an Illinois corporation. and as its 
main Offices are in this State, it 
should pay taxes here on all of its personal 
property except in cases where it is actuaily 
shown that it has been legally taxed elsewhere. 
The average assessment of other property that is 
assessed at all in this State is found to from 
20 per cent to 25 per cent of its cash market 
value, Therefore if the stock of this com- 
pany were assessed in the same proportion 
of its market value as other property it would 
make an assessment of from $12,360,000 to #15.- 
000,000. Instead of this it was assessed at only 
$1,695,500 in this State, the company having 
represented to your board, as I am informed, that 
its property was assessed in other States. But it 
failed to show where it was taxed and how much. 
The Auditor of this State has written to the 
proper officers of every State in the Union and of 
the Dominion of Canada, inquiring how much 
the Puliman Palace Car company was assessed 
and what taxes it actuaily paid in each 
of these States. I attach hereto a tabu- 
lated statement showing the substance of 
the letters and telegrams received in answer to 
these inguiries. The letters and telegrams them- 
selves afe in the possession of the ale and 
can be examined by fou. Some.of the letters 
show the taxes actually paid and others show 
only the assessment. It appears from this offi- 
cial correspondence that in sixteen Fates 
the company pays no taxes at all. In several 
other States and in the Dominion of Canada no 
assessment is shown, and if any taxes are paid 
by the company the amount must be very small. 
In seventeen of the States the total amount of 
taxes paid by the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany is only $21,425. In the remaining 
seven States the actual taxes paid are not given, 
but the total assessment of the company it these 
States is only $1,104,359, Assuming that the 
average rate per cent of tax in these States 
about the same as 
other States, it makes 619.326 
total taxes paid in these seven States. Adding 
this sum to the*amount paid in the seventeen 
States it makes only $40,751 as the total amount 
of taxes the company pays outside of IIlinois. In 
Chicago this sum would pay the taxes on less than 
$4,000,000 worth of property. Assuming, for 
the benefit of the company, that the taxes in 
other States are only one-third as high .as in 
Chicago, it follows the company pays taxes out- 
side of Illinois on $12,000,000. In this State the 
company is assessed at ype A $1,695,500, As the 
average assessment on other property is only 
from one-fifth to one-fourth of its market value 
this last named sum represents $7,629,750 worth 
of property. This, added to the amount 
on which the company seems to pay taxes 
in other States, makes about $20,000,000 as the 
total amount of property on which the company 
pays taxes in America. There may be small sums 
paid that are not shown by this official corre- 
spondence, but their total would not be large. 


$40,000,000 Escapes Taxation. 


It therefore follows there is upwards of 640, 
000,000 worth of property of the Pullman Palac 
Car company that escapes all taxation o 
eyery kind. This sum is subject to tax. 
affon in. Llinois and it should be taxed 
here, not only ause under the law it 
is subject to taxation here, even if it were not at 
all times in the State, but becanse the company's 
report hereto attached made to its stockholders 
and to Poor's Manual shows most of this prop- 
erty, if not all of it, is actually held here.

Announcement That the Principal Conven- 
tion Negotiated by Mr. Blaine Is Void.

Senor Mendonca said today: Brazil’s ac- 
tion is a necessary sequence to the enactment 
of the new tariff law by the United States 
and there is no signifitance in the action. 
Brazil has acted, however, in strict conformity 
to the original agreement embodied in notes 
between Mr. Blaine and myself, exchanged 
when the treaty was signed. The effect is to 
make the new tariff rates exist 
against Brazilian imports since August 
last, while the reciprocity rates for 
American goods will remain until January in 
Brazil. The reciprocity treaty was chiefly 
beneficial to Brazil on sugar. Prior to it our 
sugar had only the domestic market, but the 
reciprocity treaty gave us the United States 
+ ag Our coffee trade, which was another 
in item, will not be effected by the change.

HOPKINS’ HEADSMAN 
DOWNS LIEUT, DENNIS 0’OONNOB. 


Story of Persecution Apparently to Gratt- 
fy = Personal Spite That Results in the 
Resignation of a Good Police Officer, 
Supt, Schofield Says Chicago's Atleys 
Are Quite Clean Now- West Park Board 
Practically Abolishes the Fifty- Foot 
Ballding Line<Other Munic pal Affairs. 


Lieut. Dennis O’Connor of the Police De- 
partment, who for the last year has had charge 
of the Irving Park District, yesterday tendered 
his resignation, With this closes ‘he first 
chapter in the history of a course of system- 
atic persecution which O’Connor has received 
at the hands of Bob Burke, the notorious 
headsman of the present administration. 
Burke’s hatred for O’Connor arises out of a 
peculiar circumstances, Burke went to 
O'Connor about three years ago, and, repre- 
venting that he was hard up, borrowed $300 
from him, At the end of six months, when 
the debt matured, Burke made no offer to re- 
pay the loan and a year elapsed before O’Con- 
nor got his money, and then the principal 
was paid by a gentlemen who had gone Burke’s 
security. Burke owes the interest money to 
the present day. To ordinary persons it 
would seem as if Burke ought to feel some 
sense of gratitude, but on the contrary he 
has taken every opportunity since that time 
to stick a knife into O'Connor. As a police 
man O'Connor has risen from the ranks. 
He entered the service as a patrolman ten 
years ago. Eventually he became Sergeant 
at the West Chicago Avenue Station under 
the present Assistant Superintendent of Po- 
lice, Joseph Kipley. A couple of years ago 
he was promoted to the Lieutenancy by 
Maj. McClaughry, then Superintendent of 
Police, purely as a recognition of his value 
as an officer and for no political reasons. 

When Mayor Harrison came into office 
Lieut. O’Connor was located at the Larrabee 
Street Station. Mayor Harrison found that 
one of his oid Lieutenants who had formeriy 
had charge of the Larrabee street district had 
been decapitated, and restored him to the 
place, dropping O’Connor. Upon investiga- 
tion, however. he became satisfied that he had 
done an injustice and restored ©’Connor, 
making him a Lieutenant in charge at Rogers 
Park. Meanwhile Burke had been making 
open boasts that he was going to run O'Con- 
nor out of the Police Department, and, in 
fact, he was behind the order which resulted 
in O’Connor’s dismissal by Mayor Harrison, 
and made brags of what he haddone. He 
was deeply chagrined at the turn subsequent 
affairs had taken but found he had reached 
the end of his rope so far as Mayor Harrison 
was concerngd. 

Burke Has O’Connor Transferred. 

Shortly after Mayor Hopkins came into of- 
fice Burke executed another movement and 
secured the transfer of O'Connor to Irving 
Park. This he considered would be the pre- 
liminary step to finally securing his scalp. 
O'Connor, however, attended strictly to his 
police duties and made an exceilent record 
there, as he had done wherever he had served 
during the ten years of his po ice life. Three 
weeks ago, just before Mayor Hopkins went 
away on his vacation, an order was issued in 
which Burke’s hand again made itself mani- 
fest, and O Connor was reduced to a patrol- 
man, in the words of the order, for the good 
of the service.“ On Mayor Hopkins’ retura 
the matter was brought to his attention. He 
gave it an investigation and announced pub. 
licly he was satisfied there was nothing against 
O’Connor’s record. He further promised that 
when the first vacancy occurred in the lieu- 
tenancies O'Connor would be restored. This, 
however, was too general a promise to afford 
any comfort, and so O’Connor resigned. 

tt is not unlikely that there will ve consid- 
erable of a stir over this treatment of a good 
officer, and while Mayor Hopkins’ friends 
contend be was misinformed by Burke, they 
cannot furnish any exp.anation why the 
Mayor did not show himself to bea bigger 
man than the official headsman. When 
O'Connor had charge of the Larra bee Street 
Station he did a number of excellent pieces 
of police work, one of the best of which was 
the arrest and conviction of the gang which 
had been burglarizing the Marquette club- 
heuse. Soon after he went to Irving Park he 
broke up a notorious gang of burglars which 
had been plundering the surrounding country 
for a distance of twenty-five miies. He 
not only secured a penitentiary sentence for 
several of the minor members of the gang, 
but foliowed the leader, Frank Stedman, day 
and night uatil he landed him bebind the bars. 
Ex-Chief of Police McClaughry and other 
officials, under whom O'Connor has served, 
unite in saying he was one of the best officers 
in the service. Judges Dunne and Payne, be- 
fore whom he has brought a number of cases 
in the Criminal Court, unite in saying they 
seldom bave met a police officer who brought 
more complete cases into court, and Aasist- 
ant State's-Attorneys Bottum, Todd, and Mor- 
rison all say they never have had better as- 
sistance in working up cases than has been af. 
forded by O'Connor. 

Alex, the Great May Regret It. 

There seems to be some variance between 
the Mayor and Chief of Police Brennan as to 
why O'Connor was reduced. Mayor Hopkins 
said yesterday: I have not investigated the 
case at all. but have acted simply on the rec- 
ommendation of the Chef.“ Mr. Brennan, 
on the other hand, said: I am not respon- 
sible for this. The order comes straight from 
the Mayor.“ Meanwhile scores of friends of 
O'Connor, regardless of party, are up in arms 
against his virtual dismissal, and Mayor Hop- 
kins may wish before he is through with it he 
had not allowed Bob Burke to make good 
his swaggering boast, *“* You may talk to Hop- 
kins all you like, but you'll never get O’Con- 
nor back. 


ALLEYS IN MUCH BETTER CONDITION, 


Supt. Scofield Reports Good Results from 
the Civic Federation Prod, 

Yesterday was the last day of grace Supt. 
Scofield of the Street and Alley Cleaning De. 
partment had asked of the Civic Federation 
in which to get the alleys of the city into a 
presentable condition, and he seemed satis- 
fied that his men had hustled to some pur. 

se. 

„We are all right now,“ he said. and can 
go ahead in good shape. Yesterday there 
were only twocomplaints from the Thirty. 
second Ward, the hardest to cover, and Mon- 
day is a good day for complaints. For four 
days last week there were none. Put those 
figures aguinst the 129 complaints received in 
one day from that ward during August and I 
think it must be acknowledged we are doing 
better. I took the contract away from the 
old contractor, who was a politician, and gave 
it to John Nolan, who is a scavenger. 
I have had teams hired by the city in the Fif. 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-third, and Twenty. 
sixth Wards for a week. and the alleys in 
these have all been cleaned at the expense of 
the contractors. They are in good shape now, 
and as the experience has been a costly one 
for the contractors I do not thiuk they will 
take any more chances of its being repeated. 
We Only had sixty-one complaints from the 
entire ee last week, and as two months ago 
they ran from 400 to 500, and have at times 
exceeded the latter figure I think I can say 
we are doing better.

Members of the As:sociation Working Up 
Sentiment for Closing Law. 

The Sunday Rest Association is working to 
create a popular sentiment in favor of a Sun- 
day closing iaw through the churches. Meet- 
ings will be held in various sections of the 
city. Last Sunday the Evangelical ministers 
of the Northern part of Chicago were organ- 
ized and formed themselves into a committee, 
which the Rev. L. M. Heilman of the Belden 
Avenue Lutheran Church called together yes- 
terday.

When this side is organized 
the South Side will be attacked; and when it 
is thought the matter has been sufficiently 
agitated the Council will be asked to pass the 
required law, and with such a majority that 
it would make no difference whether the 
Mayor vetoed it or not.

MEMBERS OF ROOK RIVER OONFER- 
ENOE OPEN THEIR CONVENTION.

Residents ot the Towp, Without Regard to 
Sect or Creed, Open Their Doors to 
Entertain Visitors=Judge Spensley De- 
livers the Address of Welcome on Be- 
Walf of the Citizens and the Rev. David 
Clark Speaks in Behalf of the Churches 
Response by Bishop Vincent. 

Garena, III., Sept. 25.—([Sperial. ]—Thirty- 
five years ago the annual session of the Rock 

River conference met for the second time in 
the First Methodist Church in this city. The 
Rev. John H. Vincent at that time was the 
pastor uf the church. Tonight as Bishop Vin- 
cent he appeared for the first time in his off. 
cial episcopal reiations before the Rock River 
conference and in the same church where he 
received the same body in 1859. About 
three-fourths of the residents in Galena, re- 
gardiess of sect, have opened their doors for 
the entertainment of the Visiting clergymen. 
Those who have been stationed over the 
church in times past have received and in 
most cases have accepted invitations to bring 
their wives with them. 

‘This afternoon Bishop Vincent and his 
cabinet held a three hours’ private business 
conference, The Illinois Central train this 
evening at 7 o’clock brought the Chicago 
ministers with scores of others from points 
along the line. They repaired at once to the 
church, where lunch was seryed.in the church 
parlors. The opening session of the confer- 
ence followed, Maj. George 8. Avery 
presiding. 

Judge Spensiey’s Welcome. 
Judge William Spensley delivered the 
address of welcome on behalf of the citizens 
of Galena. He spoke substantially as follows: 


It bas always been a pleasant refiection to me 
to know when the Almighty desired to send an 
important communication to his chosen people 


he selected as his trusted messenger Moses, the 


lawyer, in preference to Aaron, the preacher. 1 
have always been gratified by the fact that after 
the ministers had all fied it was a lawyer, a coun- 
seior of Aramathea, who had the courage to 
the body ofour Savior and give ita decent 
burial. Tonight lam not the bearer of a com- 
munication to you from the Most High; neither 
have I open 1 to offer, but I am com- 
missioned by e people of the City of Galena, 
without regard to sect or creed, to bid you a cor- 
dial welcome to their open homes and generous 
hearts, and Iam authorized by them to say to 
you their larders are full of the best the land 
affords. They know you, like common people, 
have your failings. They do not welcome you 
because you belong to any political party, 
neitner do they open their doors to enable you to 
participate in political gatherings, but because 
you represent a great body of Christians and are 
about your Father’s business. 

You meet tonight on historic und. Sixty-six 
years ago almost to a day Galena extended a 
welcome to the first Methodist preacher who was 
sent to white inhabitants within what is now the 
bounds of Rock River conference; and at this 
time it is gratifying to know the bond of brother- 
hood then established between the Methodist 
and her sister churches here has not been dis- 
solved. And itis uliarly fitting that 
brother Clark of the Presbyterian Church is to 
welcome you on behalf of the churches of the 
city just as good old Father Kent of the same de- 
nomination spoke to John Dew sixty-six years 


ago. 

When I consider the fact that sixty-six years 
ago there was but one Methodist minister here 
and tonight I have the honor on behaif of the 
people of this city to welcome over 300 of you, 
who represent a body of Methodists within the 
bounds of this conference numbering over a hun- 
dred thousand. whose yearly benevolences are 
over a hundred and five thousand dollars, whose 
church buildings exceed 500, vaiue of which 
is nearly $4,000,000, lam constrained to say, as 
the prophet of old, who, standing upon the 
mountain top surveying the vast host of the chil- 
dren of Israel. Surely there is no enchantment 
egainst Jacob, neither is there any divination 
against Israel. According to this time, it shali 
be said of Jacob and of Israel, what hath God 
wrought.” 

In the Home of Grant. 

I deem it a high privilege to be commissioned 
to extend to you a hearty.welcome within these 
sacred walls, from whence moved that silent 
man from pew 65, who from worshiping here 
went forth at his country’s call, and who. as the 
leader of many of you, fought it out on that line 
until slavery died, rebellion was crushed, and se- 
cession forever destroyed. Itcould not be but 
gratifying to any citizen of Galera to stand here 
and bid you welcome, for from this sacred 
altar with Grant went another soldier who has 
developed an idea for good which is today en- 
circling the globe, ana who has carried the ban- 
ner of the cross to the four quarters of the earth, 
who has laid the foundation of our church in the 
Eternal City, from whence, under the providence 
of God. will flow influences for good which eterpi- 
ty alone can reveal. And tonigut I welcome that 
great soldier of the cross, not alone because he 18 
a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
but also because he is a Galenian who has ro- 
turned home and is tonight again in bis Father's 
house. Whoshall say as he shall preside over 

our deliberations that the spirits of John Dew, 

ishop Hamline. who presided here in 1846; 
Bishop Ames, who was here in 1859, and who 
dedicated thie temple, are not hovering near, 
singing praises to the Most High for his marvel- 
ous 28 

In an address of welcome on behalf of the 
churches. the Rev. David Clark of the First 
Presbyterian Church said: 

We throw wide open the doors of our homes 
and churches and say to the members of the Rock 
River Conference, Come in, thou blessed of the 
Lord. We welcome you to our homes and our 

ulpits because we know you worship the same 
God we do. We gladly recognize the grand, good 
work you have ae and are still doing in this 
and other countries. We thank God for the pio- 
neer Christian spirit with which in the name of 
the Master you have traveled all over these West- 
ern prairies planting the seeds of truth; for the 
stand you have taken in the cause of temperance 
and ail other needed reforms: fur the zeal with 
which you are pushing forward your work in the 
home land and in heathen lands; for the suce¢ess 
which you have achieved in causing the light to 
shine in Gark places, Ar foe all pe comma at are 

apable of accomplishing in the name of oar 
— We wish you goaspeed in the 
work of this conference, in planning the battie- 
field for the coming year and in the fighting of 
the battle, and promise you in this and all cam- 
aigns against sin and Satan we will stand shoul- 
— to shoulder. And now. so far as words can 
do it, we welcome you to our little city, to our 
homes, to our churches, and to our pulpits, and 
pray the blessing of God may rest in rich abun- 
dance upon you while yon are with us and as you 
go out from us to fill your respective appoint 
ments. 

Bishop Vincent in his response on behalf 
of the conference dwelt upon the memories 
connected with his life in Galera thirty-five 
years ago. His address consisted principally 
in stating the real object of a conference, as 
to the nature of the bu-iness transacted, in 
reviewing the past and devising plans for the 
future, and acquiring spiritual, intellectual, 
and professional stimuius, and a plea for the 
sanctifymg of all things secu.ar in the we 
est of the church and the cultivation of 

irit of catholizity.

EX-POSTOFFIOE. INSPECTOR WHO 
OASHED OROOKED MONEY ORDERS.’ 


James E. Stuart, Who Recognized His 
Man by Means of a Photograph, Ar- 
rested Him in Los Angeles Yesterday= 
While Acting Assistant Postmaster at 
La Grange, Gs., Laird Secures Blank 
Orders Which He Cashes - Quadroon 
Wants Part of Lawrence Estate. 


Andrew J. Laird, alias Lewis A. Jack, ex- 
Assistant Postmaster of La Grange, Troup 
County, Ga., was arrested at Los Angeles, 
Cal., yesterday by James E. Stuart, Postoffice 
Inspector of the Chicago Division, after suc- 
ces#fully dodging .government officials for a 
year and a half. He is wanted on two charges. 
He is held responsible for a shortage in the 
Georgia office, but the principal interest at- 
taches to the case because Laird was the orig- 
inator of the scheme worked by Leroy Harris 
last spring. : 

Harris was a clerk in the New York Post- 
office. He entered a postoffice in Connecticut, 
and, representing himself as an inspector, in- 
formed the Postmaster that money order 
business was to be discontinued at the office, 
and carried away all the money order blanks. 
Coming West Harris filled out the blanks and 
succeeded in having thirty-one of them cashed 
at the postoffices in La Salie, Peoria, Aurora, 
Ottawa, and other towns in Illinois, Ohio, and 
Indiana. His urrest, his escape from the 
court-room in Buffalo, and his recapture in 
Canada by Capt. Stuart made the case a sen- 
sational one. 

But Harris was a mere imitator of Laird, 
whose daughter was Postmistress at La 
Grange. Laird was her assistant. He was 
of an old and respected family anda man of

sterling reputation. Almost the entire busi- 
ness of the office was intrusted to him by his 
daughter. Laird for a long time wasa Post- 


| office inspector, and his fall from grace is the 


first record of an inspector going astray. A 
year ago in May Inspector Baird of the 
Georgia District began an investigation of 
the La Grange office. While the investiga- 
tion was on Laird disappeared. 


Laird Works Off Money Orders. 


Inspector Baird discovered a shortage in the 
office, and moreover found that Laird had 
carried away all the blank money orders jn 
stock. The alarm was sent out at once, but 
Laird had a good start, and, moreover, he was 
well posted ia the postal laws. Congress had 
just waived identification of the payees of 
money orders, and Laird filled out money 
orders at various towns in his flight north- 
ward and had them cashed without trouble. 
He filled each order out for the limit-—#100. 
He was successful in turning the stolen orders 
into cash in the postoffices in Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, and Toledo.

As eon as court was opened Mr. Walker 
asked the court to fix the order of debate, and 
this was done as far as possible. It was 
agreed Mr. Milchrist should open for the 
government and Mr. Bancroft for the Santa 
Fé. Then Mr. Darrow will speak for the de- 
fense and Mr. Rosenthal follow him for the 
government. Nothing beyond this was de- 
termined upon, except the closing speech of 
Mr. Walker forthe government. Mr. Mil. 
christ yesterday took up all morning and 
half the afternoon and Mr. Bancroft will take 
up all of this morning’s session.

MURDER MYSTERY ATOLEVELAND, o 


James B. Caven of the Valley Railroad 
Robbed and Killed. 

Crevetann, O., Sept. 25,—[Special.]— 
James B. Caven, General Freight and Pass- 
enger Agent of the Valley railway, was found 
dead inacourt in the rear of the Oxford 
Hotel on Superior street this morning by a 
servant of the house. He had been lying in 
this position for six hours. having been mur- 
dered at midnight. The dead man had five 
bullets in his body. Shots and a woman’s 
scream were heard in the vicinity of the Ox- 
ford Hotel at midnight. The place is under 
the very shadow of the city hall, but 
no attention was paid to the 
shots by those who beard them. 
Last evening the officials of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, which system controls the Val- 
ley railway, were in Cleveland on their annual 
tour of inspection. They were at the Hollen- 
den Hotei during the evening and Mr. Caven 
was one of the party. At 10 o’clock he left 
his associates and was not seen alive again. 
Everything of vaiue had been taken from the 
pockets. Mr. Caven had been railroading for 
ears, having spent the greater part of his 
ife in the service. His connections with the 
Baltimore and Ohio road extended back over 
a quarter ofa century. When that system 
took charge of the Vailey railroad Caven, then 
Freight Agent at Pittburg, was selected to fill 
a responsible position. Early in 1890 he 
came to Cleveland as General Passenger and 
Freight Agent of the Valley. The Coroner 
will begin an inquest tomorrow.

Mr. S. S. Gunner at the meeting of the 
Real Estate Board told a deplorable truth in 
saying that the saloon influence stands in the 
way of a better municipal government, The 
number of saloonkeepers and. of men elected 
by saloon influence in our Board of Aldermen 
far exceeds the number placed there by any 
other business interest, perhaps by all others 
combined. He suggested that every man of- 
fering himself as a candidate should be

WHY HOPKINSISM WAS JEERED AT. 

The junior Democratic organ (morning and 
evening editions) is making a ridiculous and 
altogether unnecessary pother because of the 
manner in which Mr. Rubens’ apology for 
the Mayor and defense of Hopkinsism was ac- 
cepted by the Central Music Hall mass-meet- 
ing Sunday last. There is no reason why it 
should make such a vociferous outcry over 
anything that took place at that meeting con- 
nected with Rubens’ eulogy of Mayor Hop- 
kins—* thé modern Alexander. 

The hisses and ironical laughter of the au- 
dience were not intended as any mark of dis- 
respect to Mr. Rubens personally. The au- 
dience as well as the general public know that 
he is an abler man and a man of more prin- 
ciple than Hopkins; but this will not excuse 
him or in any way mitigate the brazen assur. 
ance with which he rose and characterized 
Hopkins as a modern Alexander and 
sought to exculpate him from any responsi- 
bility for the existence of public gambling. 
If he had kept strictly within the lines of the 
objects of that meeting, and had shown his 
personal sympathy with them—if he had dis- 
played a stricter regard for the truth and 
had not departed so far from the purpose of 
the meeting as to undertake an elaborate de- 
fense of all the acts of the admunistration 
with the object of showing that there was ro 
necessity for even the existence of the Civic 
Federation—he would have been listened to 
with respect. That was the temper of the 

meeting before he spoke. When, however, 
he utilized the opportunity to puff Hopkins- 
ism and to compare the Mayor with Alex- 
ander it is not remarkable that he was jeered. 
He will be jeered again upon any similar cc- 
casion if he shall attempt to compare Hop- 
kins with Alexander or with any other ceieb- 
rity of ancient or modera times. 

The meeting at Central Music Hall was 
called to protest against Hupkinsism and to 
declare that in its judgment Hopkins had not 
done his duty. If he had done his duty there 
would have been no occasion to cali such a 
meeting. It never would have been held. It 

would not have been necessary for private 
citizens to organize themselves and attempt 
to enforce the laws of the city. If, Hopkins 
had done his duty there would have been no 
call for outside action, no need of a meeting, 
no need of eulogy ar the reverse of the May- 
or’s attitude toward a public evil which it was 
his duty voluntarily to suppress. It certainly 
was unfair to compel citizens to néglect their 
business and assume the responsibility of en- 
forcing laws which the Mayor had failed to 
enforce for nearly a year. These citizens 
elected him to do that work. Tbey ray taxes 
to have itdone, They are paying 18 millions 
a year for all municipal purposes—for run- 
ning the schools, for taking care of streets and 
alleys which are not cared for, for maintain- 
ing 3,000 police who de as little policing as 
they can, for keeping up an army of inspect- 
ors who inspect nothing but saloons and their 
contents. After contributing this enormous 
sum, which is mainly squandered on tax-eat- 
ers and bummers, it is a little too much to 
ask them to enforce the laws which the Mayor 
treats with contempt. 

Mr. Rubens cannot throw dust in the eyes 
of the public. It sees nothmg in what he said 
that deserves its applause, nor will it accept 
any of his eulogy as sincere or as deserved, 
even if he were sincere. It was an attempt to 
bluff down the meeting. Mr. Rubens was 
pursuing the tactics of the gamblers, of whose 
existence Hopkins was unaware until the 
Civic Federation was at their doors with its 
axes and siedge hammers. He was trying to 
pass green goods upon his hearers when he 
asked them to believe that the Mayor wanted 
to enforce the laws or that he had enforced 
them except with extreme reluctance, They 
know now as they did before Rubens made 
his official apology and eulogy that Hopkins’ 
sudden devotion to duty is compulsory, that 
it will not be permanent if he is left to himself,

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lie apiated, and whether 8 keeps that 
promise or not is immaterial. The Civic 
Federation will see to it that the gambling 
houses are kept shut. Meauwhile Mr. Rubens 
got what he deserved and what he will get in 
the future if he is insincere enough to make 
such adefense of Hopkinsism as he did last 
Sunday. It would have been still more 
effective had Hopkins been there himself in- 
stead of sending Rubens to face the public in- 
dignation. Hopkins’ absence was in itself a 
confession of responsibility shirked and duty 
undone. 


VOORHEES’ GABBLE ABOUT MORTGAGES. 

Dan Voorhees in his speech at Terre Haute 
complained that mortgages, are imposed on 
the people, especially upon the farmers. He 
talked as if he wished to convey the idea that 
by some outside power the farmers are forced to 
borrow money on their land, whether they want 


to or not, and that this arbitrary, oppressive, | 


unjust procedure should be prohibited by law. 
Now, if Mr. Voorhees is sincere in his denun- 
ciation of farm mortgages, it is his duty to 
offer a bill at the next session. of Congress 
having as its object the prohibition of giving 
or taking mortgages on land. He will make 
a fitting. if not a good, beginning if he will 
just say in his bill that the farmers of Indiand 
shall be forbidden to borrow money and give 
land security for its repayment when they 
wish to make needed improvements, and for- 
bidden to buy land on partial payments at the 
outset, paying the rest on deferred time, If 
in addition to this he will make it a penal 
offense to lend money on landed security and 
provide that any one advancing money to an- 
other must lend it on the honor of the bor- 
rower, he then Will be carrying out his views 
to their logical conclusion. All those pay- 
ments on honor would be like the paying of 
money on gamblers’ chips when they are re- 
deemed, the chips bemg of no value to the 
holder if the gambler backs out from his 
agreement to redeem them. 

If owing to the demand of Voorhees it 
shall be provided by law that those who bor- 
row money shall give only their “ word of 
honor to pay it back, and nothing else as 
security for repayment, he will discover a 
speedy diminution in the number of loans to 
farmers in Indiana. Under his utopian sys- 
tem there will soon be no complaint about 
borrowing or lending money on land security ; 
there will be few farms bought or sold in 
Indiana on all-cash terms, and those that do 
change hands will come under the auctioneer’s 
hammer first. If Voorhees’ bill passes there 
soon will be no mortgages in Indiana. But 
there also will be a great reduction in the 
number of real estate transfers and in the 
amount of improvements made on landed 
property. If there are to be no improve- 
ments made till the property is paid for 
“cash in hand,” and the improvements 
also, the growth of Indiana in population 
and wealth will be slow indeed. Very 
few business blocks will then be erected 
in Indianapolis and other cities of that State, 
and few farms will change ownership except 
by transfer in cases of death or on forced 
sales. The selling of a farm in Indiana under 
the Voorhees system will be a rare transac- 
tion, becausé the number of those who can 
pay cash down is few. Similarly, every work- 
inginan with a family in the city will be 
doomed to pay rent till such times as he can 
make full payment for a home. And in like 
manner nobody will undertake to carry ona 
mercantile or manufacturing business in city 
or country unless personally the owner of all 
the capital needed to operate it if forbidden 
by law to give good property security for the 
return of money borrowed, 

Dan Voorhees is an insincere, shallow, tricky 
demagogue. He knows better than to im- 
agine that it is wrong or an evil to borrow 
money on security. He knows that the growth 
of his own State, as well as that of others, 
would be seriously crippled if the power to 
borrow and lend money were taken away from 
its citizens, and most decidedly the power to 
borrow would vanish if it were forbidden to 
give good security, because no rational man 
would be fool enough to lend money to 
strangere aless be supposed he held a suffi- 
cient guarantee for the return of his capital 
with fair interest. What is the use of a man 
talking in such a ridiculous way as Voorhees 
does in orating about mortgages on land? 
Surely he must have forgotten himself and 
supposed for the moment he was addressing a 
lot of children or lunatics, not sensible men, 
many of whom are property-owners and near- 
ly all of whom at some time in their lives 
have found it to be of vital importance to 
them to be able to borrow money on good 
security. 


NEBRASKA SUGAR-BEET CULTURE, 

The many Nebraska farmers who have un- 
dertaken the culture of the sugar beet will 
have especial reason for not voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket six weeks hence, or at any other 
time in the future. The building of beet 
sugar factories in Nebraska rather than in 
other Western States that were equally 
adapted to the growth of the beet was encour- 
aged by the offering of a State bounty of one 
cent perpoundin addition to the national 
bounty of two cents. But the bricks hardly 
had teen laid when the State Legislature took 
away the bounty that had induced the manu- 
facturers to locate there and this is followed 
by the, Democratic abolition of the sugar 
bounty offered by the Nation, 

Whether or not the Nebgaska factories are 
to be continued in operation is for the future 
to determine. The proprietors figure out 
that the new law means about $2.35 less for 
the product in sugar of a ton of beets than 
was paid under the operation of the McKinley 
act, while it makes the sugar consumed by 
the people of the United States cost them 
about 40 million dollars more than they 
would have paid for it under the McKinley 
law. They say that to take the whole of this 
from the producer of beets would mean that 
the farmer could not profitably grow beets, 
while it is im possible to continue to pay the 
former priceof $5 per ton. Rather than

A puper accompanying the circular making 
the above quoted announcement states it is a 
remarkable fact that so many of those who 
are desirous of maintaining the price of all 
manner of labor, merchandise, land, etc., in 
this country deliberately have been going to 
the polls end voting to legislate to open up 
our markets to the competition of foreiga na- 
tions and bring our laboring classes down to 
par with those of foreign countries, who re- 
ceive a mere pittance for their toil.

What, 
then, would become of the millions of coal 
producers, the 800,000 who are engaged in 
the lumber industry in this country, the cot- 
ton growers of the South, and numerous toil- 


come of the nearly 70 millions of people in 
the United States who live in a country 
biessed with every variety of soil and climate, 
and how soon would every industry be shut 
up and we have neither money to buy those 
articles with, nor to commence over again the 
manufacturing of them in our own country?

THE PRICE OF OVERCOATS. 

A correspondent sends to Tun Tripunz a 
marked copy of a paper containing an arti- 
cle about the price of overcoats, and asks if 
the statements made in it are true. They are 
correct in part, but made so as to convey a 
wrong impression, and omit all mention of 
one highly important fact that should be con- 
sidered in any discussion of the effects of the 
new tariff law. There has been a great reduc- 
tion in the price of overcoats, and it may be 
that some sellers are willing to make to buy- 
ers a greater reduction than the mere reduc- 
tion in duty on the wool and on the cloth, but 
if so it involves a lessening of the wages paid 
to lator as well as of the profits. Also it 
is pretty evident that if the men who have 
overcoats to sell are willing to take a 
smaller percentage of profit than heretofore 
it is because they deem that necessary to at- 
tract customers, And here comes in the very 
important fact which entirely is ignored by 
the paper arguing on the Democratic side of 
the case. The ability of the average wearer 
of masculine clothmg to buy has been fear- 
fully reduced by the business depression of 
the last nineteen months, which set in just as 
soon as it was definitely known by business- 
men that there would be a Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate. His ability to purchase 
has been cut down more than the prices of 
the goods he wishes to purchase. A great 
many workingmen who would have bought 
overcoats for wear this winter if the Re- 
publican vote had prevailed in 1892 
now are not able to buy = them. 
They will wear the old overcoat or go 
without one. That 1s a great element in 
the fact that overcoats are offered for sale at 
very low prices, and why probably they are 
offered at greater concessions than are most 
other articles of clothing for men, In this, 
as in other cases, low prices do not make good 
trade when the consumer is unable to buy, 
and if his purchasing ability is reduced more 
than the prices of the things he is asked to 
purchase he will be buta poor customer or 
none at all. The Democrats have deen the 
means of effecting both these kinds of reduc- 
tion, and now unfairly are trying to get credit 
for the lesser while utterly ignoring the great- 
er. The sum of both isa great lessening of 
comfort for the average workingman and his 
family, and the Democrats cannot deny this 
without lying, though they are too low-down 

ean to acknowledge it.

THE FIFTY- -FOURTH CONG 

The Boston Journal has madea close and 
intelligent as well as conservative forecast of 
the probable complexion of the next Con- 
gress, which should be studied by Republican 
committees as well as by individual poiitical 
leaders.

BETTER MUNICIPAL GuVERNMENT. 

The members of the Chicago Real Estate 
Board listened to the statement of several 
plain and important truths at their banquet 
Monday night. Mr. W. A. Giles told them 
that well-established business principles are 
ignored in the management of our munic- 


ipal affairs, that incompetence, partisanship, . 


and corruption exist here as in no other city, 
except perhaps New York, that the Council 
rarely considers any important question on 
its merits, and that justice and the rights of 
the people censtantly are trampled upon in 
the interest of persons, parties, and corpora- 
tions. Though we are paymg 7½ per cent on 
the assessed value and about 1 per cent on 
the actual value of real estate, with perhaps 1 
per centon personal property, there is a press- 
ing need for more money, and by the end of 


this year there will be a shortage of three or 


four million dollars, The streets are dirty, 
the sewerage deficient, many of the pave- 
ments need replacing, and there are few coun- 
try towns of any importance that have not 
better lighted streets thau Chicago. Only one 
fund has a surplus, and that is the corruption 
fund. The present administration is said to 
have saved up more than $100,000 towards 
expenses of the next election. The corpora- 
tions enjoying rights and privileges in our 
streets, after puymg all reasonable expenses 
and dividends andthe price of corrupting 
Councils and Legislatures, earn net surplus 
enough to pay all our taxes and put our 
streets and parks in good condition. 

He further said that blind adhereace to 
party names and party dominance in the bus- 
iness affairs of the city is responsible for 
much of our present difficulties. Politics has 
nothing to do with the management of a bank 
or of a business corporation, and should have 
nothing todo with a corporation of the peo- 
ple, where the questions are principally those 
of business, such as pavements, sewers, the 
water supply, and equal distribution of the 
burdens of taxation, and where the require- 
ments for office are the qualities that are de- 
manded in the management of any private 
business. The Civie Federation is domg a 
good work in this line, and it is desirable to 
orgunize in connection with it a good govern. 
ment club or league to embrace 25,000 to 
50,000 voters, with a platform for honest, 
capable, and intelligent city government, 
regardless of partisan or outside issues, He 
believes that if the intelligent forces of the 
com munity are organized for it a clean, hon- 
est, intelligent, and capable municipal gov- 
ernment could be obtained, for intelligence 
and honesty always. are an overmatch for 
cunning and fraud.

CORRIGAN CHARGES CREATE A STIR. 


Archbishop Going te Rome with George 
Bliss as His Attorney. 

Nzgw York, Sept. 25.— [Special.] — The pub- 
lication today of the charges that have been 
preferred against Archbishop Corrigan in 
Rome created a sensation in ecclesiastical 
circles. Mgr. Corrigan was out ‘of town, it 
was stated at the archiepiscopal palace. It 
was not known where he was. Heis not ex- 
pected to return to New York before Friday. 
Michael Walsh, editor of the Sunday Demo- 
crat and Catholic Herald, said today he would 
sue for libel for the charges made against 
him. One of the features of the churges is 
that the Rev. Joseph H. McMahon of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan’s household gave out an 
interview, which he said was authorized by 
his superior, in which he stated that Mgr. 
Satolli was to be recalled to Rome, as the 
Vatican recognized the error it had made in 
sending him to the United States. This in- 
terview was published through a syndicate in 
several newspapers Nov, 19, 1893. Dr. Bou- 

villon, Professor of Moral Theology at the 

fashington University, reached New York 
today from Antwerp on the Nordland. The 
professor..declined to discuss the various 
points raised concerning Mgr. Corrigan, but, 
on being shown a statement made public to- 
day by Dr. Braun in reply to the article, 
the professor remarked: 

What Father Braun says of the attitude of 
the Holy Father with regard to the: respective 
positions of Mgr. Corrigan and of Mgr. Ire- 
land in the scholastic question is untrue. The 
letter which the Holy Father addressed to the 
Cardinal and Bishops in the United States 
last year on the subject of Mgr. Satolli’s 
memorable scheme showed unmistakably that 
the principles and system it embodied were 
regarded by hie Holiness as absolutely in ac- 
cord with the spirit and rulmgs of the third 
Plenary Council-of Baltimore. Apart from 
this letter of the Holy Father's I know of no 
document or utterance which could warrant 
the conclusion that there has been any change 
or faltering in the views of the Vatican on the 
scholastic question. I therefore fail to under- 
stand on what Father Braun bases his belief 
that Rome’s final decision on the scholastic 

uestion was in favor of the views held by 

gr. Corrigan.” 

Said the Rev. Father Ducey: I know the 
absolute truth of many facts set down in the 
statement. I have seen and read many orig- 
inal documents emanating from some of the 
Tr accused of disloyalty to the Holy See. 

t will not do to make general denials. Evi- 
dence of the strongest kind exists beyond a 
doubt, and gentlemen Who seek to mislead 
the public should be careful they do not com- 
promise themseives more and more. I have 
not much to say as to Dr. Braun’s statement. 
I scarcely think che Holy Father will follow 
Dr. Braun’s direction and throw important 
documentary evidence into the waste basket.“ 

It can be stated on the authority of a well 
informed Catholic layman that Archbishop 
Corrigan has privately announced his inten- 
tion to proceed to Rome alter the approach- 
ing meeting of the Archbishops in Philadel- 
phia. George Bliss, the lawyer, has also inti- 
mated his intention of visiting Rome this fall 
or in the coming winter. Mr. Bliss has in- 
formed his friends that be will go there as 
counsel for Archbishop Corrigan, and that he 
has taken a house in Rome for the season. 
From the same source it is learned that pre- 
vious to the departure of the Archbishop an 
effort will be made to organize a public 
demonstration for him and to present him 
with two testimonials, one from the Catholic 
9 and another from the clergy of New 

ork. 


TRUST SUGAR REFINERIES CLOSE DOWN 


President Havemeyer Issues Orders Af- 
fecting Several of the Big Concerns. 
New Tonk. Sept. 25.—(Special.]—The 

great accumulation of refined sugar in this 


' country bas forced the issuing of orders frum 


the sugar trust’s offices in Wall street to shut 


down several refineries. These are mainly 


out-of-town concerns, and it is possible, Mr. 
Havemeyer said. today, that other refineries 
also will be closed if the demand for the fin- 
ished product does not improve. Pending 
the passage of the new tariff law there was a 
general stocking up by jobbers in several 


lines of staple groceries. While there has 


been a sharp movement in clothing and dry 
goods during this month there has been a 
comparatively retrograde movement in gro- 
ceries as against last year. This has affected 
sugar. The present shut down is more exten. 
sive than usual and may result in a rise in the 
price of refined sugars before the trust man-

BATTLESHIP MAINE IS A DAISY, 


It Can Catch Any War Vessel When It 
Comes to a Chase. 

New Yorn, Sept. 25.—(Special.]—The 
battleship Maine’s trial trip today was suc- 
cessfulin every particular. It passed down 
the bay from Brookiyn Navy-Yard ata 15- 
knot gait and reeled off the first thirty miles 
to Sandy Hook lightship in two hours. Then 
the log showed it was making 1644 knots an 
hour. At 10:30 the forced draught was 
turned on, which soon ran the revolutions of 
the screw. from 120 up to 181. For 
one hour the forced draught was kept 
up, and for one hour the revolutions were 
131 a minute. That was satisfactory. The 
ship had made 17.55 knotean hour under 
forced draught and everybody was delighted, 
That was proof to all that the 9,000 required 
horse-power had been reached, probably ex- 
ceeded. It will take several days of assiduous 
tiguring to tell exactly how much horse-power 
was developed. Every American patriot, 
however, may lay this unction to his soul: 
There is nota battleship of any class afloat 
that the Maine cannot catch when it comes to 
a chase, Maine ise modeled after the 
lines of the famous Brazilian battleship 
Aquidaban, and in armament and armor is 
almost identical.

Cause an Outlandish Delay. 

New Tonk. Sept. 25.—[Special.)|—A 5. 
month’-old child of a Syrian peddier of No, 17

child died. The parents couid not afford to 
bury the little one, so the body was sent to 
the morgue with a eertificate from Dr.

Alleged Reason Why Mrs. Barrymore Had 
Her Hasbond Put in an Asylum. 

New York, Sept. 25.—([Special. }—J ustice 
Bartlett of Brooklyn was petitioned toda} by 
Henry Hardwicke, No. 120 Broadway. to dis- 
charge James E. Barrymore from the Amity- 
ville Insane Asylum. Hardwicke alleges that 
Barrymore was sent to the asylum as the re- 
sult of a conspiracy on the part of his wife, 
who is desirous of obtaining possession of an 
inheritance of $30,000 left him by his grand- 
mother. Judge Andrew of New York signed 
the commitment. Barrymore’s wife lives in 
Newark. He wasa diamond salesman . and 
purtner in the firm of Randall, Barrymore & 
Billings, No. 50 Nassau street, New York. 
Dr. Allen McLane Hamilton furnished the 
medical testimony upon which he was com- 
mitted. Lawyer Rardwicke alleges that sev- 
en days before the commitment had been 
presented Barrymore fell heir to the money. 
General paresis wus the reason assigned by 
Dr. Hamilton for the commitment.
